THE MEGANTIC RAILROAD. 


Strong Arffbme^itf! li| Favor of ProteGtlng tfie 


Clty'e Interosu. 
* 


[For tho Wfclg and Courier.) 


For the third time this Company solicits 


the Legislature to grant it the right to 
change the location of its railroad. 


Tbe original charter of the Company 


was granted i'n 1871. The Company was 
authorized to locate and construct a rail- 
road from some point on . the line of the 
European & North American Railway, be- 
tween the Pa: sadumkeag and Mattawam- 
keag rivers, tc the Bangor and Piscataquis 
Kailroad in tire town of Orneville or Milo, 
and there connect with the latter road; and, 
thence on thrt road, when II ni shed, to 
Moosehead Lake. 


After the lapse of ten years, in 188], the 


Company petitioned the Legislature for a 
new and ligo-L8-you-piease" charter lor a 
"direct and independent" line from a point 
on the line of the European & North 
American Rail way,between tbe two rivers, 
to tbe western line of the State. 


This petition was vigorously opposed. 


After a protra ;ted struggle a compromise 
was made by ~vhich the Megantic was au- 
thorized to lo( ate and construct its road on 
the line 'granted in the charter of 1871, or 
to locate and construct it from a point on 
the line of the E. & N. A. road, between 
the south line of Lincoln and the north line 
of Mattawamkeag to Greenville, near the 
foot of Moose lead Lake, on a line which 
shall not be al any point within fifteen miles 
of the Bangor and Piscataquis railroad ex- 
cept where it shall approach and cross the 
last named road. 


Again after A lapeeof four years, in 1885, 


the company presented another petition for 
authority to bridge the Lake. 
It was al- 


leged, with L great deal of earnestness, 
that the conppany had found a feasible 
route north ol the Lakeland that unless 
the petition was'granted, the road would 
go north of tr. e Lake. 


In the mcanjme, between 1881 and 1885, 


an important change had been made in the 
condition1 of the Piscataquis road. En- 
couraged1 by t ic prospect of a largely in- 
creased business by a connection with that 
(the Megintic) road, as authorized by the 
two acts of tl e Legislature in 1871 and 
1891, and[witfc a wish to gain better facil- 
ities for transportation between Bangor 
and other points on the line of the Piscata- 
quis and tbe Lake, the Compaq* had ex- 
tended the construction of its road to the 
Lakeat-the cast of between $250,000 and 
8300,000. B« 'ore the location of the depot 
grounds of the Piscataquis at the Lake the 
Megantic Con pany had been|therp and put 
down their stakes and the location of the 
Piscataquis w is made to accommodate that 
of the Megantic. As the Piscataquis bad 
been extended in anticipation of a con- 
nection with the Megantic at the Lake, 
the petition to cross the Lake met with 
strenuous opposition^rom the friends of the 
former road. Had it been granted it would 
have given the Megantic an independent 
line. The result was another compro- 
mise. The petition was granted on con- 
dition, that before bridging the Lake the 
Megantic should be connected with the 
Piscataquis al^ or near Greenville, by a 
road of the safne gauge. 


11 have not the petition before me^ but I 


believe it was granted as to location, just 
as prayed for. Tbe company bad had, at 
that time, a charter existence of fourteen 
years, and hai not been asieep during all 
that time. Ab short intervals for the last 
five or six years interviews with Mr.Pope, 
Mr. 
McFee. and other 
distinguished 


officials of that road, have been showered 
on the public through the press. During 
last fall it was stated in one of the dailies 
thatl the road would be built to the Lake 
within six nnnths, but now, instead of 
having extended their, road to the Lake, 
and having the choice of either of their 
lines, tWo of which were o< their own 
choice, they demand of the Legislature the 
right to build their ijoad on a new line. 
It is fortunate for the Pisbataquis but 
more so for Bangor, that owns the road, 
that the Legislature, meets only once in 
two years, as^he Megantic would tie like- 
ly, judging, Irom the past, to petition to 
change the line of its location at every 
session of the Legislature. 


Though the Megantic is a foreign Com- 


pany, owned Dy foreigners, and to be built 
for foreign rurposes and interests, it has 
been treated! berally by the State. Twice 
it has been authorized to change the line 
of its location; the last time on the line 
prayed for. In a Court of Equity the 
Megantic would have no standing on Its 
present application,: were it objected to. It 
would, at OTIC?, be dismissed with costs for 
the respondent, because it had had two 
hearings and also for the reason of its de- 
lay till investments had been made, which 
the granting c f the petition would greatly 
impose. 


Equitably il has no better standing be- 


fore the Legislature than it-would have in 
a Court of Equity. Hence i! it shall be 
found, on examining the petition, that 
granting it will damage Investments and 
improvements made under the authority of 
tbe State, re .yIng on the compromises 
made with the Megantic, the petition 
should not be gradted. 
W11 the . con- 


struction of a railroad on the proposed line 
imperil the Fiscataquls Railroad? 


The petition asks for permission to con- 


struct a i oad from a point ^>ver the line of 
the E. & N. A. Railroad through several 
towns and plantations "to and through 
Greenville neir the foot of Moosehead 
Lake." 
I This line crosses the Bangor and 
Katahdln Ircn Works Railway at a dis- 
tance of abort nine and one-half miles 
from the Plseataqu s. From the points of 
connection of the B. & K.. road with tbe 
latter in MUo, the distance on the Pis- 
cataqnis Is49-a' miles on the B.&K., and 
on the Megar tic 48% miles.

By that compromise the 


Megantic was not permitted t} locate on a 
line at any point within fifteen miles of the 
Piscataquis. Tbe entire line of the pro- 
posed ironte Is within the Inhibited dis- 
tance. Hot a .point In it exceeds twelve 
miles. Tbe Megantic, with the B. &£., 
is substantially a parallel rone for nearly 
Uf ty milesl 01 rather it would be more in- 
jurious ito 'the Piscataquis than a parallel 
road, because at or near the Lake it crosses' 
the latter road and would enter Into com- 
petition with it for the badness of the 
take and dlyert at least one half, ol It., If 
the charter cl tbe Monson road is not re- 
pealed tbe transportation'to and from that 
place will probably go to the Megantlo.

Another Citizen's Views. 


To the Editors of the* Whig and Courier: 


About the year isfl the Lake Megantic 


Railroad Company isked 
for a charter 


from the Canakiani line to the foot of 
Moosehead Lake. The charter was grant- 
ed and more or les!s work done on the 
western end or In Ihe Province of Que- 
bec. 
A few yeairs 
Jater great in- 


ducements were hel4 out to the citizens of 
Bangor to build andlcomplete the Bangor 
and Piscataqais Railroad to the foot df 
Moosehead Lake, to connect with the Lake 
Megantic road. Among the inducements 
held out was thatt the forming of that 
through line to the West would open up a 
great demand for thb Monson and Brown- 
ville slate and Katahkin iron, all of which 
would lind a ready market in that direc- 
tion. 
,; 


Those inducements, together with others, 


were the means o£| the city of Bangor 
waiving its first mortgage bo.nds, of J925,- 
000.00 and place upon the<narket bonds to 
the amount of ($300,0007 three hundred 
thousand dollars, Searing 5 per cent, in- 
terest, and the comjpletion of its road to 
Moosehead Lake. 
I 


Then in 1885 the 'Lake Megantic Com- 


pany went before thfe Legislature and asked 
to have its charter changed, so tnat they 
might cross the Lake at or n^ ar Deer Isle, 
passing on to Mottawamkeag, claiming 
that it was impossible to cross by the foot 
of the Lake; that thfey had found after a 
long and careful Survey a very easy route. 
That the city of Bdngor naturally objected 
to^unleaa they firstimade the connection at 
the foot of the Lake!. ' This cost the city 
over one thousand! dollars to protect its 
interests. 
, 


, The Legislature jitter a long and impar- 
tial hearing decided to give the charter 
asked for upon certain conditions^ First— 
that they should connect at the foot of the 
Lake with the Ba|rigor and Piscataquis 
Railroad. Second-j-that they should keep 
at least fifteen mtlfes north of the Bangor 
and Piscataquis Railroad after crossing at 
the Lake. This winter they ask the Leg- 
islature to revoke, the action of the last 
Legislature and grant them a charter to 
cross our road, twenty-two feet over our 
heads, and to run! nearly parallel to the 
Bangor and Piscataquis Railroad, through, 
or nearly through] the towns of Monson, 
Brownville and on to Mattawamkeag. 
This would take three-fourths of all the 
freight from the slate quarries and other 
freight that the bangorand Piscataquis 
Railroad was builjt to accommodate, and 
upjn which it lobks mainly for its sup- 
port, as it covers; practically 49 railes of 
the business of the Bangor and Piseata- 
quis Railroad out if a totality of 77 miles. 


Now what shall jthc city do? 
From the 


charts plans} and working surveys of the 
Civil Engineer and! Mr. Brown, the 
effi- 


cient Superintendent of the B. and P. R. 
R., I have gleaned 'the following facts : To 
place the B. and Pw R. R. so as to meet 
fully the requirements of the subsidy acts 
of the Dominion of Canada which will 
consist of changing the few grades and 
curves, whieh will not aggregate the build- 
ing of four miles of the new road. This I 
think the city should obligate themselves 
to do, and have it| in readiness for them 
when wanted, provided, however, that 
they shall contract to pay toll on the pas- 
sengers and freight to the B. and P. H. R. 
upol some fair and equitable plan for the 
privilege of using 6ur road. 
This would 


save, them, at least, one million and a half 
of money. 
' 


And if they should do as much business 


as they claim it wftuld make a great rev- 
enue for the city of Bangor, and would 
leave intact the business now done by our 
road.

This would pay back more or less of the 


'coupons on bonds paid by the city which 
the road has, in years past, been unable to 
pay, and which has been taken from the 
tax payers of the, city, and which I hope 
has only been loathed. In addition to pay- 
ing into the City Treasurer the sum of 
($54,000) fifty-four thousand dollars, last 
year, the road has paid the interest on the 
last three hundred! thousand dollars which 
is not included in .the city obligation, and 
which was fifteen thousand dollars. THis 
Is a good showing, making in all sixty- 
nine thousand dollars over and above the 
operating expenses. 


The idea some ;have had of selling the 


road I think is wrong, as there seems to 
me to be no reasons why the road should 
not be a valuable investment to the city of 
Bangor.

It ,is currently reported that the Lake 


Megantic Railroad; pays to the Maine Cen- 
tral Railroad fiVe percent, of the total cost 
of their road between Mattawamkeag and 
Vanceboro. Such, a trade as that would 
help the citv of Bqngo'r greatly, and when 
I say city I mean: every tax payer in the 
city.
